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^rmentation  in  jelly  often  results  from  storage  in  a  - 


warm  or  damp  place.    The  iDest  para.ffin  seal  and  tin  friction-top  lid  are  not 
adequate  protection  unless  the  jelly  is  kept  cool  and  dry.     If  jelly  must  "be 
stored  in  a  warm  place  or  a  moist  atmosphere,  it  should  "be  in  a  container  made 
airtight  with  a  ruhlDcr  or  composition  gasket. 


Unhleached  sheeting  wears  longest,  according  to  the  Kansas  Ex- 
periment Station,  and  it  is  unnecessary  to  "bleach  it.  The  muslin  will  whiten 
gradually  with  repeated  laundering. 


Insulating  materials  containing  even  a  small  amount  of  wool  or 
hair  or  other  animal  matter  may  provide  food  and  shelter  for  insect  pests  that 
may  overrun  the  house.    Even  cattle-hair  insulation  guaranteed  as  moth  proof  has 
supported  great  numhors  of  moths  and  carpet  "beetles.    These  pests  will  not  eat 
vegetable  fi"bers  like  cotton,  jute,  or  flax,  "but  insulation  made  from  such  ma- 
terial, according  to  the  Bureau  of  Entomology,  U.  S,  Department  of  i^riculture, 
may  attract  psocids  and  flour  "beetles.     The  safest  insulation  is  made  entirely 
of  mineral  su'bstancos  like  so-called  rock  wool  or  spun  glass. 
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
